Baby Bones Giving Korean 
War Wounded Another Chance

WASHINGTON, March 8—(Æ*)—Babies who didn't have a chance 
are giving some Korean war wounded another chance for a normal 
life. 
The tiny bones of still-born or short-lived babies are being used— 
with parental permission—to help save the hands and feet of wounded 
men, Navy doctors told a reporter. 


Small leg or arm bones—some of 
them only a few inches in length— 
have been found particularly use­ 
ful in several cases where men had 
lost parts oi bones between the 
fingers and w'rist or between the 
toes and the ank le. 
The infant bones are procured 
within 24 hours after still-born 
delivery or after an early death 
following delivery. 
They are preserved until used 
by a special “freeze-dry” method 
perfected by scientists of the Nav­ 
al Medical School at Bethesda, 
Mcl., 
which 
is 
commanded 
by 
Captain J. L. Enyart. 
The 
grafting operations were 
performed at the Naval Hospital, 
commanded by Captain Bartho- 
lemew Hogan. 
The Navy’s “bone bank ” for the 
most part has bones tak en from 
adults, either after death or dur­ 
ing a surgical operation. They are 


similarly preserved by the “freeze- 
drv” method. 
Rut two of the Navy’s scientists 
—Lts. Thomas C. Turner and An­ 
drew L. Bassett—said that, for 
certain uses, the small size of in­ 
fant bone mak e it particularly 
helpful as graft m aterial. 
Moreover, they added, baby bo ne 
is less dense than adult bo ne and 
thus is co nduciv e to mo re rapid 
healing of the graft 
and subsequent 
development of the recipient’s o wn 
bone. (U ltim ately a grafted bo ne 
is entirely replaced 
by newly - 
grown bone). 
Both the baby and 
adult bo nes 
are k ept in air-tight 
bo ttles at 
room tem perature after first be­ 
ing subjected to the 
“ freeze-dry ” 
techniq ue designed to assure pres­ 
ervation with v irtually no deterio ­ 
ration due to internal chemical 
change.

Toward p oetry , in general, h e 
affected to be an esth etic. But it 
was not true. Once we h ad a 
h ouse guest, a very literary uni­ 
versity don, wh o sp ent a large p art 
of th e evening reciting p oetry . 
Lewis intensely disliked such “lit­ 
erary ” sh owing o.ff (as it seemed 
to h im) and rudely retired beh ind 
th e p ages of a newsp ap er. Th e don 
h ad, h owever, in me an ap p recia­ 
tive audience, and launch ed into 
a recitation of one of th e more 
obscure p oems of Joh n Donne. 
A fter a few lines, h e got stuck. 
Th en Lewis, p eering with gleeful, 
owlish ey es over th e newsp ap er, 
finish ed th e p oem with out a mo­ 
m ent’s h esitation. 
Sh ortly after I met h im (wh ich 
was in Berlin) h e came to a p arty 
in my ap artment. I was about to 
take off for th e Soviet Union to 
rep ort th e tenth anniversary of 
th e Russian revolution. “Wh at a 
th eme,” Lewis remarked. “It re­ 
quires a p oet!” 
He th en p roceeded to comp ose 
out loud, a series of odes to th e 
Russian revolution, as th ey migh t 
h ave been w ritten by Geoffrey 
Ch aucer, 
William 
Wordsworth , 
Robert Browming, Rudy ard Kip ling 
and Vach el Lindsay . He embodied 
in th ese imp rovisations every ch ar­ 
acteristic of th e auth ors’ sty les. He 
never h esitated for a moment, and 
every rh y me came p at. Arnold 
Bennett was th ere, as I recall it, 
and Vincent Sh eean. We all sat 
with our jaws drop p ed. No one 
h ad ever witnessed such a tour de 
force, or likely ever will again. 
Lewis th rew away , on h is friends 
or casual comp anions, enough tal­ 
ent to h ave made anoth er writer. 
Lewis also went to Russia, was 
received as an h onored guest and 
raised h ell because “y ou are steal­ 
ing th e roy alties af American auth ­ 
ors.” Wh en th e Russian auth orities 
offered to p ay h is, into a ruble 
account th at h e could draw on in 
Russia, h e refused it. “Only if for 
all writers, ex actly alike,” h e said. 
Wrote Some Bad Books. 
He wrote some rem arkably bad 
books. Great w riters often do. He 
was a p rodigious creature—p rodig­ 
iously good, and even p rodigiously 
bad. At th e h ead or th e foot of 
th e class. Never just “good,” or 
“p assing.” 
He h urt a great many p eop le 
very much , for th ere were great 
h urts in h imself, wh ich h e some­ 
times took out on oth ers. Yet, in 
th e twenty -four h ours since h is 


tradition, for in th e Anglo-Sax on 
tradition noth ing is more tradi­ 
tional th an rebellion. 
Wh at Sinclair Lewis rebelled 
against in all h is life and work 
was mediocrity —enth roned as th e 
god of democracy . Th e form h is

guffaw and sometimes as delicate­ 
ly ironic as a lifted ey ebrow.

In th e 
end, in all h is greater books, is 
p ity for h is victims. I know no 
more p oignant line in literature 
th an Babbitt’s final self-revelation 
—th at h e h ad never, in all h is 
life, done any th ing h e really w ant­ 
ed to do. 


Th ere sp oke a m an wh o migh t 
h ave been a man., ex cep t as h e 
was imp risoned in th e conventions, 
th e mores, th e clich es, th e cant, 
and th e attractions of m aterial 
success of economic security . 
Definition of Ch aracter. 
Lewis never believed th ere was 
any “formula” for h um an salvation 
—or th at th ere was any mass sal­ 
vation. He could h ave said, with 
Wh iteman, “noth ing survives ex ­ 
cep t 
p ersonal 
ch aracter.” 
And 
ch aracter, to h im, meant self-re­ 
liance, will singleness of p urp ose, 
and doing a good job of th e work 
one really wanted to do. He never 
th ough t freedom could be secure, 
4F th at one could h ave “all th is 
and freedom, too!” He ch ose free­ 
dom, and h e p aid for it, cash on 
th e line. He h ated being in debt 
—to any one, or any th ing. 
Inclined to left-w ing sy mp a­ 
th ies, as rebels are, h e once tried 
to write a “p roletarian” novel, and 
sp ent many weeks in conference 
with labor leaders, in attending 
labor meetings, in reading labor 
p ublications, 
labor 
biograp h ies, 
and labor h istory , until h e could 
h ave written a h istory of th e labor 
movement in four volumes. He 
built up th e structure of th e novtjL, 
with th e p ains taking attention to 
detail of an arch itect constructing 
a scaled model of a building to be. 
He alway s worked like th at on 
every major effort. His notebooks, 
in th emselves, w-ere someth ing ex ­ 
traordinary . But in th e end, h e 
th rew all th e month s of work into

Baby Bones Giving Korean 
War Wounded Another Chance

W A SH IN G TO N , March 8— (ZP)— Babies who didn't have a chance 
are giving some Korean war wounded another chance for a normal 
life. 
The tiny bones of still-born or short-lived babies are being used 
with parental permission— to help save the hands and feet of wounded i tho county and letters requesting 
men, Navy doctors told a reporter. 


Small leg or arm bones— some of 
them only a few inches in length— 
have been found particularly use­ 
ful in several cases where men had 
lost parts of bones between the 
fingers and wrist or between the 
toes and the ankle.

Wells. Shaw, Millay, and now 
Sinclair Lewis — their passing 
levels the horizon. The world is, 
flatter, duller, and more menacing 
in its flatness, dullness and com- 
formity because they are gone. 
They, who were called in their 
time “iconoclasts,” seem actually 
the last mountain peaks in a great 
tradition, for in the Anglo-Saxon 
tradition nothing is more tradi­ 
tional than rebellion. 
What Sinclair Lewis rebelled 
against in all his life and work 
was mediocrity—enthroned as the 
god of democracy. The form his 
rebellion 
took, 
in 
letters, 
was 
satire, sometimes biting and cruel, 
sometimes exuberant as a loud 
guffaw and sometimes as delicate­ 
ly ironic as a lifted eyebrow. But 
at the root of the satire was a deep 
humaneness. 
If his repetitive cry was “this 
isn’t good enough!”—this society 
and these standards, as created by 
business-dominated A m e r i c a n 
middle class of his generation— j 
it was because he loved that Amer­ 
ican middle class, to which he 
himself belonged, though he loved 
it, perhaps, as a surgeon loves the 
patient under his scalpel. In the 
end, in all his greater books, is 
pity for his victims. I know no 
more poignant line in literature 
than Babbitt’s final self-revelation 
—that he had never, in all his 
life, done anything he really w ant­ 
ed to do. 


There spoke a man who might 
have been a man, except as he j 
was imprisoned in the conventions,1 
the mores, the cliches, the cant, 
and the attractions of material 
success of economic security. 
Definition of Character. 
Lewis never believed there was 
any "formula” for human salvation 
—or that there was any mass sal­ 
vation. He could have said, with 
Whiteman, “nothing survives ex­ 
cept 
personal 
character.” 
And 
character, to him, meant self-re­ 
liance, will singleness of purpose,) 
and doing a good job of the work 
one really wanted to do. He never 
thought freedom could be secure, 
<*r that one could have “all this 
and freedom, too!” He chose free­ 
dom, and he paid for it, cash on 
the line. He hated being in debt 
—to anyone, or anything. 
Inclined to left-wing sympa­ 
thies, as rebels are, he once tried 
to write a “proletarian’’ novel, and 
spent many weeks in conference 
with labor leaders, in attending 
labor meetings, in reading labor 
publications, 
labor 
biographies, 
and labor history, until he could 
have written a history of the labor 
movement in four volumes. He 
built up the structure of the no\ (|i, 
with the pains taking attention to 
detail af an architect constructing 
a scaled model of a building to be. 
He always worked like that on 
every major effort. His notebooks, 
in themselves, were something ex­ 
traordinary. But in the end, he 
threw all the months of work into 
the wastepaper basket. “It’s a ll1 
phony,” he said. “It’s a world I j 
don’t feel iii my bones. But it’s 
a Babbitt world, too, only thej 
cliches are different.” 
I have been wishing for the last, 
ten years that he would direct his! 
gleaming eye and scalpel pen at; 
the new ruling class of govern­ 
ment and military bureaucracy,! 
and at their particular gobblede-1 
gook of language. What he could I 
have done with that! What an! 
atomic 
explosion 
of 
exuberant I 
satire could have lighted the sky! 
One was always wishing that 
he would do what one didn’t have! 
the talent to do oneself. In pure J 
natural talent no one I have known 


exceeded him There are those who 
have met him once in their lives 
and remember it as their most un­ 
forgettable experience, for some­ 
times, as Rebecca West said, "List­ 
ening to him was like observing 
a natural phenomenon, like the 
aurora borealis.” 
Steeped in Literature. 
But he never lived and worked 
only on his talent. No account of 
him that I have thus for read has 
mentioned his enormous erudition. 
He was a prodigious reader, who 
knew English literature, at least, 
from Chaucer to the present ifiy, 
almost "by heart.” 


Toward poetry, in general, he 
affected to be an esthetic. But it 
was not true. Once we had a 
house guest, a very literary uni­ 
versity don, who spent a large part 
of the evening reciting poetry. 
Lewis intensely disliked such “lit­ 
erary” showing aff (as it seemed 
to him) and rudely retired behind 
the pages of a newspaper. The don 
had, however, in me an apprecia­ 
tive audience, and launched into 
a recitation of one of the more 
obscure poems of John Donne. 
A fter a few lines, he got stuck. 
Then Lewis, peering with gleeful, 
owlish eyes over the newspaper, 
finished the poem without a mo­ 
m ent’s hesitation. 
Shortly after I met him (which 
was in Berlin) he came to a party 
in my apartment. I was about to 
take off for the Soviet Union to 
report the tenth anniversary of 
the Russian revolution. “What a 
them e,” Lewis remarked. “It re­ 
quires a poet!” 
He then proceeded to compose 
out loud, a series of odes to the 
Russian revolution, as they might 
have been written by Geoffrey 
Chaucer, 
William 
Wordsworth. 
Robert Browning, Rudyard Kipling 
and Vachel Lindsay. He embodied 
in these improvisations every char­ 
acteristic of the authors’ styles. He 
never hesitated for a moment, and 
every rhyme came pat. Arnold 
Bennett was there, as I recall it, 
and Vincent Sheean. We all sat 
with our jaws dropped. No one 
had ever witnessed such a tour de 
force, or likely ever will again. 
Lewis threw away, on his friends 
or casual companions, enough tal­ 
ent to have made another writer. 
Lewis also went to Russia, was 
received as an honored guest and 
raised hell because “you are steal­ 
ing the royalties af American auth­ 
ors.” When the Russian authorities 
offered to pay his, into a ruble 
account that he could draw on in 
Russia, he refused it. “Only if for 
all writers, exactly alike,” he said. 
Wrote Some Bad Bmiks. 
He wrote some rem arkably bad 
books. Great writers often do. He 
was a prodigious creature—prodig­ 
iously good, and even prodigiously 
bad. At the head or the foot of 
the class. Never just "good,” or 
“passing.” 
He hurt a great m any people 
very much, for there w ere great 
hurts in himself, which he some­ 
times took out on others. Yet, in 
the twenty-four hours since his 
death, I have seen some of those 
he hurt most dissolved in tears. 
Something has gone—something 
prodigal, ribald, great and high. 
The horizon is flatter. The land­ 
scape is duller. 
He 
left 
instructions 
that 
he 
should be cremated and his ashes 
buried in Sauk Center, near his 
father’s grave. From Main street;

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
Our last few days in the San 
Francisco area were spent in the 
“East Bay” cities which are reach­ 
ed by way of the great Bay Bridge. 
Here we made several talks, and 
our stay was made doubly pleasant 
by the 
hospitality of our 
hosts, 
Erie and Laurel Reynolds. Dr. Rey­ 
nolds is a busy Piedmont physician 
whose avocations include a serious 
interest in natural history, a farm 
on far-aw ay Puget Sound and the 
beautiful 
gardens 
surrounding 
their hilltop home which he has 
been developing for some 20 years. 
It should be said that gardening 
along the California coast is a re­ 
warding occupation, since many 
flowers and shrubs bloom the year 
around. Camellias and some native 
azales were among those flowering 
while we were there, and after 
March there is a riot of color. 


St. Louisans who attended the 
Audubon Screen 
Tours will re­ 
member Laurel Reynolds for the 
outstanding color films, “Fun With 
Birds” and “Western Discovery,” 
which she has shown there, as 
well as for the sparkling narration 
with which she accompanies her 
pictures. Her interest in outdoor 
color photography began as a hob­ 
by which worked in well with 
Eric’s interest in nature and wild­ 
life. As her films became profes­ 
sional in quality, it was natural 
that people should want to see 
them. With her warm personality 
and delightful sense of humor, she 
soon became a mainstay 
of the 
Audubon program and shows her 
pictures to many other audiences 
as well. We left after our two-day 
visit with the feeling we’d acquir­ 
ed two wonderful new friends and 
the promise that one day 
they 
would visit us at Possum Trot. 


I think that this might be a good 
time, since I’ve never done it be­ 
fore, to explain exactly w hat the 
Audubon Screen Tours are all a- 
bout. There was a time when most 
of us thought of Audubon Societies 
as small groups of elderly bird 
watchers who went abroad at un­ 
earthly hours in the morning on 
spring days armed 
with pearl- 
covered opera glasses, to spy on the 
love-life of the English sparrow. 
But times have changed. Today 
the National Audubon Society is a 
powerful 
country-wide force for 
the preservation of all forms of 
wildlife and the conservation of 
all our natural resources. Educa­ 
tion of both youngsters and adults 
is a prim ary aim, which it carries 
out through its Nature Camps for 
teachers and laymen, through local 
societies all across the country and 
through the maintenance of small 


wildlife sanctuaries which can be 
visited by groups of young people. 
“Bird-walking” 
has 
become a 
course in elementary ecology; in 
studying the birds in relation to 
their enviroment. 


Audubon Screen Tours are one 
phase in this whole program. Un­ 
der the able directorship of wayne 
Short, former St. Louisan and ex­ 
pert ornithologist, some 25 leading 
outdoor photographers, 
lecturers 
and experts on natural history are 
today showing Audubon color films 
to audiences 
in 160 cities 
and 
towns in the United States and 
Canada. Each town subscribing to 
the series receives five 
lectures 
during the season, and since audi­ 
ences range from 300 to 2000, it is 
plain that a great many people are 
reached by the Audubon Screen 
Tours each year. Of especial inter­ 
est to us has been the diversity of 
the 
sponsoring 
groups. Local 
Audubon Societies naturally head 
the list. But others include natural 
history museums, the Sierra Club, 
sportsman’s 
clubs, 
chambers of 
commerce, 
churches, 
p u b l i c 
schools, adult education courses 
and colleges and universities. Al­ 
together, I’d venture that Audu­ 
bon speakers cover more than 250,- 
000 miles each year on their lec­ 
ture trips, to say nothing of the 
mileage many of them make in 
taking their color films. 


The great central valley of Cali­ 
fornia, perhaps the richest agri­ 
cultural area in the world, was the 
next objective of our trip. Starting 
at Fresno in the geographical cen­ 
ter of the state, 
we’ve 
worked 
northward 
through 
M o d e s t o , 
Stockton, Lodi, Sacramento and 
Marysville. The flat lands on this 
broad plain are today irrigated by 
the rivers which run down from 
the high Sierras or by means of 
wells which are capable of pump­ 
ing a tremendous gallonage onto 
the fertile land. Fresno 
county, 
with 1,000,000 acres under irriga­ 
tion, has an agricultural income of 
well over $100,000,000 to make it 
the leading county in the nation, 
while Stockton and 
Modesto are 
not far behind. A list of the crops 
raised here sounds like the veri­ 
table Horn of Plenty. Grapes are 
a leading product and w ine-m ak­ 
ing a leading industry. Raisins, 
prunes, peaches, pears, walnuts, 
almonds, figs, olives are the pri­ 
mary fruit and nut crops. Cotton, 
beans, vegetables of every kind, 
sugar beets, alfalfa and 
small 
grains are all raised in quantity. 
On the sloping lands which border 
the valley great numbers of cat­ 
tle and sheep are produced, while 
many af these are fattened on beet 


pulp and alfalfa on the lower lands. 
Dairying and poultry raising are 
huge industries, while Modesto is 
the largest turkey processing cen­ 
ter in the nation. 
In such an area as this one finds 
a tremendous cosmopolitan popu­ 
lation. 
Among the nationalities 
represented are Chinese, Japanese, 
Mexicans, Italians, Danes, Swedes, 
with doubtless a sprinkling of oth­ 
ers. And up at Marysville, gateway 
to the gold mining country, one 
will probably find the descendants 
of Welsh miners as well as of the 
'49ers who once tried their luck 
in the roaring camps along the 
Sacramento and in the valleys that 
lie to westward.
